Of Childrens (onuulſions. 


(Hildrens Conyulfions, in Latin, Epilepſia Fanta 
are ſo frequent, that it is almoſt the only Species of 
Convulſions. | 
They are chiefly ſubject ro them in the firſt Month, 
and art the timethey breed Teerh ; bur they allo happen 
at other times, and proceed from 'orher cauſes in ſuch are 
diſpoſed ro them : Sometimes they do. not come preſently 
after the Birth, bur lye bid until rhe breeding of Teeth, 
or not till a great while after, and take their riſe from 
other evident Cauſes either Internal or External; as 
from an Unhealthy or Big-bellied Nurſe, from Milk co- 
agulared or corrupred in the Stomach, from a Feaveriſh 
| Diſpoſition, from Ulcers or Scabs of| the Head, or of 
other Parrs ſuddenly diſappearing 3 from changes of the 
Air, or from rhe Conjunction or oppotite Aſpects of the 
Sun and Moon. 

We muſt endeavour to prevent theſe. Convulfions in 
Children and Infants, or ro Cure them when they are 
come ; for if the —_ Children of rhe ſame Parents 
bave been ſubject to Convullive Firs, this Diſeaſe oughr 
ro be prevented, by the early uſe of Remedies, in ſuch as 
are born after: To this end ir is cuſtomary to give ro 
new-born Babes, as ſoon as they begin to breath, ſome 
Medicine proper for Conyulfions: Some, npon this occa- 
tion, give ſome drops of pure Hony ; orhers a Spoonful 
of Canary-wine ſweetned with Sugar, or Oyl of Almonds 
freſh drawn; others give a drop of Oyl of Ambar, or 
half a Spoonful of Epileprick water. Beſides theſe things 
uſed ar firſt; which certainly do good, ſome other Remedies 
ought ro be adminiſtred ; for inſtance, give a Spoonful 
Twice a day of the following Liquor: EY

The cauſes of a Palfie in general, are all thoſe things 
which hinder the influx of the Animal Spirits into the 
Nerves and Muſcles ; the moſt frequent of all is a Fleg- 
marick.

They alſo difler in their Cauſes; for a true Convulſion 
proceeds from fulneſs or emptineſs, a Conyullive Motion 
rom Irritation. 
- * AtrueConvulfion is divided into univerſal and paryicu- 
lar ; an univerſal rakes its riſe either from the Brain, and 
then the Muſcles of rhe Face are alſo ſeiſed with Convulſi- 
ons ; Or it ariles from the beginning of the Spinal Marrow, 
then the Muſcles of the Head, or thoſe that move the 
Spine forward or backward are fſeiſed with Convulfions : 
Upon which account there are three forrs of Convulfions ; 
the firſt is called Emproſthotonos, wherein the Body with 
the Head and Neck are violently contracted forward, fo 
that the Chin rouches the Breaſt, and rhe Body repreſents 
the Keel of a Ship, and ſometimes is bent like a Bow, 
and. the Head rouches the Knees : In this forr, rwo Mul- 
cles that bend the Head forward are chiefly affected. 

The ſecond is called Opiſthotones ; and in it the Body is 
bent backward : The twelve Muſcles that extend the 
Head, or ſome of them, being Convullſed. 

The third is called Tetanos, wherein the Muſcles before 
and behind are equally contracted, andthe Parts kept as 
It werein /Equilibrio.

N Empyema is a Collection of Matter within rhe Cavi- 

ty of the Breaſt, whereby the Organs of Reſpiration 

are oppreſſed. This Collection of Martter is occaſioned 

either by a Pleurifie, Peripneumonia, or Angina, ſuppura* 
ted and broken. | 

- The Signs of an Empyema, either ſhew ir is coming, or

 Amony the Diagnoſtick Signs, the firſt and chief is the 
voiding of Matter with Urine, | which continuing a while, 
certainly ſhews an Ulcer in the urinary Paſſages 3 bur 
whither the Reins or the Bladder are affected with the 
Ulcer, may be known by the: Situation of the Pain, as 
whether it be in the Region of the Loins, or in rhe Pubis, 
| of Perinzxum. Moreover, Matter proceeding from 'the 
Reins is berter concofted, is white, lighr, and nor ar all | 
vr. becauſe rhe Parenchyma of rhe Reins being fleſhy | 
 concotts better, and'the Matter is alſo in a greater quan- 
tity, and more ' mixt 'with rhe Urine, which looks like 
Milk, along while afrer voiding ir the Martrer is ſeperated 
from it, | and falls to the Botrom of the Chamber-por.

For as to the health of rhe Bvdy, it.is well 
known , it anſwers the Humors that all the Parts are 
nouriſhed and maintained with, which Humors ever 
retain the nature of the Food whereof they are engend- 
red: As for rhe Manners, they ordinarily follow the 
Temperament, which alſo proceeds from the quality of 
the Humors, 'and the Filumors from the Food. By this 
conſequence, as the Nurſe is, fo will the Child be, by 
means of the nouriſhment ir drawerth from her z and in 
ſucking her, it will draw in both the Vices of her Bo- 
dy and.

ciſe, or any other way. Ir begins with Shaking, and 
Shivering and Hear, Reſtleſſneſs, Thirit, and the other 
unhappy train of Symptoms which accompany Fevers, 
follow, afrer a day or two, and ſomerimes ſooner, the 
Sick is ſeized with a violent pain 'ſomerimes in one 
Limb, ſometimes in another in the Wrifſts, Shoulders,

- urns, redneſs and {welling remaining in the part which 


was laſt affected. | 

There is another ſort of this Diſeaſe , rhough ir is 
commonly thought of anorher kind, it may be properly 
called Lumbago Rheumatica, viz. a violent and fixed 
pain about the region of the Loins , which ſometimes 
reaching to' the Os ſacrum , reſembles the Stone in the 
Kidnies, only the Sick does not vomir. This violent 
pain, unleſs it be removed in rhe ſame manner the for- 
mer is, laſts as long,' and 1s full as painful. 

Having ſeriouſly conſidered thar this Diſeaſe ariſes 
from an Inflammarion, T thought ir was probable ir 
might be cured by a ſimple cooling Dier moderately 
nouriſhing, as well as by Bleeding repeated, and a Whey- 
diet I found did as well as Bleeding. | 

Mr. Malthus, an Apothecary, an honeſt and ingent- 
ous Man, was ſeized violently with a Rheumatiſm ;

The Diſtinct begin with a ſhivering and coldneſs, 
which is preſently follow'd with exceſſive hear, a vio« 
lear-pain. in_the Head and Back, Vomiting, a great 
propentity ro Sweat; I mean in grown Portoas, I 
never yer obſerved any ſuch diſpoſirion in Children, 
either before or after they came out; a pain at the ca- 
yity of the Breaſt, beneath the region of the Hearr, if 
it be. preſſed with the Hand, dulnefs and fleepineſs, 
eſpecially in Children, and ſomerimes Convulſive Firs; 
nd if theſe happen to.them rhat haye all their Teerh,

1571 and 1672, differed from the general diſtinct ſmall 
Pox in the follpwing things: Firit, the Eruption was 
generally on the third day, and then in the proceſs of 
the Diſeaſe the Paſtles did nor arrive to a due bigneſs ; 
and rowards the end, when they began to ripen, they 
ſeemed black. 
_ Moreover, there was a ſalivation ſomerimes, though 
rarely, when| there were yery few. Puſtles : . Bur the fiux- 
Pox differed in many things from the other Flux- 
Pox ; for they came out ſometimes on the ſecond, ſome- 
times'on the rhird day, in the farm of a rediſh Tumour 
covering- the whole Face, and thicker than an Eryfſipe- 
as, and ſcarce any viſible diſtance berwixt rhe Puſtles, 
with a heap of almoſt infinite, red, angry Pimples run- 
ning into one, and diſguifing the whole Body berween 
the Puſtles ; eſpecially in the Thighs appeared ſome little 
Bladders very cotſpicuons like a burn, and diſtended 
' with clear Water, which flowed our plentifully, when 
the skin was broken, the Fleſh underneath being black 
like a Morrtification. Bur this dreadful ſymprom ſeldom 
happened. 

The Fever, and all other ſymproms. which eirhet

ſeen. Theſe ſpors ſpread themſelves by degrees from 
the Face, which ar firſt they only poſleſs'd ro the Breaſt, 
Belly, Thighs and Legs: Burt they affect 'the Trunk 
and Members with redneſs only, without any ſenſible 
inequality of the Skin. The fymproms of the. Meafles 
do not abare by the Eruption, as-in the ſmall-Pox, yer I 
never-obſerved the Vomiting afterwards ; bur the Cough 
and Fever increaſe, with the difficulty of Breathing, 
weakneſs of the Eyes, _ the EI on them, with 
perperual drowzineſs and want of Appetite, continuing 
the ſame as before.

in, the” really they have finiſhed their courſe, and they 
think' rhar theſe Craigencae which come upon their. go- 
ing off are occaſioned by their being {truck in- ſo ſoon : 
For ir is ro be noted, Thar the Fever and difficulry of 
Breathing are increaſed at that time, and the-Cough is 
more vexarious, fo that the Patient can neither fleep 
night nor day. Children are chiefly ſubject to theſe ill 
ſymproms ,- which appear now at the .going off of the 
Meaſles by reaſon of roo hot a Regimen or hot Medi- 
cines that were uſed ro force them our ; and by this 
means they are caſt into a Peripneumonia, which de- 
ſtroys more than the ſmall Pox or any ſymptom belong- 
ing to ir ; and yer the Meaſles are not art all dangerous 
if they are skilfully managed. And among the reft of 
the ill ſymproms; a Looſneſs often happens, which either 
pwſently ſucceeds the Diſeaſe, or continues many Weeks 
after ir and all irs ſymptoms are gone off, not without

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great danger-to the Parient by,reaſon of 'a continual loſs 
of Spirits; -and ſomerimes after a very hot Regimen, the 
Meaſles are firſt livid and afterwards black ; bur this 
. only happens 'to grown People, and they are utrerly 
Toft when the _ blackneſs firſt appears, unleſs they are 
preſently relieved by bleeding and a more temperate

As the Meaſles are much of the ſame nature with the 
ſmall Pax, fo is the! merhod of Cure much the ſame. 
Hor Medicines and a hot Regimen are very dangerous, 
how frequently ſoever they are uſed by ignorant Nur- 
ſes to drive the Diſeaſe from the Heart. This method, 
-above others, has been moſt ſucceſsful in my practice, 
viz. Thar the Patient be kepr in his Bed only two or 
three days after the Eruption, .thart the blood may gen- 
tly breath onr, according to its own genius, through the 
_ "Pores'of the Skin, the inflamed Particles, - which offend 
ir 3 and *thar he have no more Cloaths nor Fire than 
he is wont ro have when he is well : I forbid all Fleſh, 
and. allow him Oarmeal and Barly-broaths, and the 
like, -and* ſometimes a rofted Apple ; his Drink muſt be 
either ſmall Beer, or Milk boil'd with treble the quan» } 
tity | of Water. F oftentimes mitigated rhe Cough!, 
-which almMt continually accompanies this Diſeaſe, with | 
"a drayghrt of ſome” pedtoral DecoQtion , or with a Lin

been often forced to rake this courſe, and indeed with 
very good Succeſs, viz. I have applied the brisk hear 
of young People to the Sick; neither is there any reaſon 
why any one ſhould much wonder, that the Patient is 
ſo mightily ftrengrhned and weak Nature relieved by 
this merhod, though ir be unuſual, as thar ir can deliver 
it ſelf from the relicks of rhe Marter to be eliminared ;

Of the Starlet Fever. 


PHE Scarlet Fever, tho' it may happen at any time, 
yet moſt commonly it comes art the latter end of 
Summer, and ſeizes whole Families, . eſpecially Child- 


' ren: They ſhake and ſhiver ar the beginning as in other 


Feyers, bur they are not very ſick ; afterwards the Skin 
is covered with ſmali red Spors, bur they are more, 
and, much bigger and redder, and not ſo uniform, as in 
the Meaſles. Theſe Spors continue rwo or three days 5 
when they vaniſh and go off, Scales of Skin, like Bran, 
cover the whole Body. 5 
This Diſeaſe ſeems ro me to be norhing elſe than a 
moderate Efferyeſcence of the Blood occaſioned by the 
foregoing Summer, or ſomething elſe ; and, therefore, 
I do nothing that the Blood may nor be hindred in its 
deſpumartion and injecting the peccant Matter through 
the pores of the Skin ; only I order, That the Sick. 
ſhould abſtain wholly from Fleſh, and from all ſpiriruous 
Liguors, and that he ſhould not go out, nor contine him- 
perually ro his Bed: Bur after all the Scales 
are Ellen, and the Symproms ceaſe, I think ir isp 
to purge the Sick with ſome gentle Medicine agreeable 
to his Age and Strength; and by this fimp!e and naru- 
ral method, this name of a Diſeaſe, for iris ſcarce any - 
thing elſe, is eafily removed without trouble or danger; 
whereas, on the contrary, if we are over officious, by 
confining the ſick to his Bed continua!ly, - and by giving 
Cordials and other Medicines unneceſſarly, the Diſeaſe 
increaſed, and the Patient killed ſecundum artem.
